HEIDELBERG, Germany.—The 
Army’s European headquarters said 
this week that under terms of the 
Bonn conventions, Commanding 
Gen. Anthony C. McAuliffe was 
obliged to comply with an Allied- 
German c recommen- 
dation to parole former Nazi Elite 
Guard Col. Gen. Sepp Dietrich. 

The former Nazi commander of 





the 6th SS Panzer Army was re- 
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leased quietly from the U. S. war 
crimes prison at Landsberg. 

Serving a life sentence imposed 
by a military tribunal after the 
war, Dietrich was paroled on recom- 
mendation of the six-man mixed 
board, composed of an American, 
a Briton, a Frenchman and three 
Germans. 

The headquarters issued its state- 
ment in reply to a query prompted 
by a Washington news report that 
posed the question: “Who freed 
Sepp. Dietrich?” 

A U. S. Embassy spokesman in 
Benn said that McAuliffe had no 
option.

Alley Convicted 
Of ‘Misconduct’ 





FORT MEADE, Md.—Maj. Ron- 
ald E. Alley this week was con- 
victed of misconduct while a -pris- 
oner of the Chinese Communists 
in Korea. 

Eight fellow officers compris- 
ing a general court martial found 
the 35-year-old Artillery officer 
guilty of all except a few para- 
graphs and phrases in the four 
pages of charges the Army brought 
against him. 

Sentencing of Alley was post- 
poned until after a separate hear- 
ing on extenuating and mitigating 
circumstances. He faces 2 possible 
life sentence. 

Specifically, he was convicted 
of giving military information to 
the enemy, soliciting similar in- 
formation frem fellow prisoners, 
informing on prisoners, and 
cooperating with the Reds in their 
efforts to convert prisoners to Com- 
munism. 

The court struck out one allega- 
tion that Alley had accepted special 
quarters near enemy headquarters 
so he could help with the propa- 
ganda program. 

It struck out another paragraph 
alleging he had been a member of 
a group called “The Daily Life

Many officials thought this 
would allow payments back to that 
date. 

Defense figured, however that 
since it had power to set the rules, 
it could also set the effective date.

THE RULE applies mainly to 
married men and to other enlisted 
members allowed to mess sepa- 
rately.

When-their duties (rather 
thah their perSonal desires) keep 
them from eating. on base, they 
may now draw a proportionate 
share of the higher “mess not avail- 
able” rate of $2.57 per day for 
each meal.

EXERCISE SAGE BRUSH was only in its preliminary stage 

this week but already it was shaping up into not only the 
largest field maneuver since War II’s end, but the most impor- 
tant exercise since the 1941 “war” held in the same Louisiana 
area. In fact, it was not too radical to suppose that out of the 
concepts developed over the next five or six weeks a “new” 
United States Army might be born. 

Everyone has heard of, read about, or seen most of the 
new-fangled weapons which have come into the Army’s hands 
since World War II. Such things as the Honest John rocket 
and Corporal missile—and even the atomic shell—have be- 
come commonplace in the thinking of a public which has not 
even seen them in action. They certainly represent great ad- 
vances in eur ability to wage war on the ground. But a layman 
does not find it easy to grasp their potential. Perhaps it would 
be better to show ground warfare’s vastly increased scope by 
making a more homely comparison of equipment available 14 
years ago with that at our disposal now. 

Take radio communications, which Americans know all 
about. When War II began, a division headquarters had three 
radios. There were several more in subordinate units. A nor- 
mal division in Sage Brush will have 1700 radio sets, all of 
them greatly improved over those used as recently as Korea. 
They will use 104 message channels. as compared to the 17 
available to them in War II. Even the little “handy-talkie” 
sets carried by small infantry patrols will be far better than 

the old “walkie-talkies” of War II, which were often rendered 
- silent by a small hilly obstruction between the set and its base. 
The current models have batteries of long life and are able 
to maintain contact with artillery and armored units at ranges 
unheard of a few years ago. fi 

Less understandable for the man on the street, but of 
much importance to the soldier is the new idea in “grid” 
communications. This is to be tested in Sage Bru&h, and if it 
works, will do away entirely with the old method of front-to- 
rear contact. Instead, the soldier on the ground will be able 
to talk to flanking armor, planes overhead and artillery in the 
rear, as if he were encased in a box of protective steel. 

The improvement in communications, of course, is only 
one aspect of the new concept of dispersal made necessary by 
the advent of the nuclear weapon. One of Sage Brush’s most 
important aims will be to try out in simulated battle the new. 
smaller and more mobile combat units which, it is hoped, will 
make the dispersal concept work. Advance reports indicate 
that the infantry division’s regimental organization will be 
disposed of during Sage Brush. In its place will be a unit very 
much similar to the combat command used for some time by 


armored divisions. Many supporting units also will be elimi- 
nated or regrouped. 

Like all maneuvers, Sage Brush will be a “paper war” 
insofar as concerns the shuffling of troops and the setting up 
of hypothetical tactical situations. But no field exercise can 
justly be called a game which sets out to test hundreds of 
equipment items ranging from helmets to guided missiles. 
The commanders will be dead serious in’ prosecuting the 
“war,” especially since they (and the “enemy”) will have at 
their command the simulated use of gas, germ ‘and nerve 
weapons as well as the nuclear bomb itself. (For the benefit 
of some apprehensive readers, we’d better repeat here that 
these latter weapons will not actually be used). 

Further importance is attached to Sage Brush by the 
fact that it is the first big maneuver since War II which has 
been organized under a truly joint command. There have 
been others under co-equal Army and Air Force commanders 
and, in at least one instance, separate ground and air exercises 
have been cranked into each other. But an Air Force officer 
has been named director of Sage Brush—presumably to insure 
air-ground coordination—with an Army deputy and a mixed 
staff under him. The workings of this “coordination” will 


be one of the more interesting things to watch throughout the 
maneuver.

Con- 
siderable quantities of these 
arms were also passed on to Red 
China. 

The conclusive evidence on this 
score was the armament of the 
Nerth Korean army and Red Chin- 
ese forces which later entered 
Korea.

THIS POLICY served several 
Soviet purposes. It kept their 
forces equipped at the most up-to- 
date level, and superior in this 
respect to satellites and Red China. 
It allowed the Soviet arms indus- 
try to maintain production at a 
fate which could be quickly step- 
ped up to all-out production in 
any sudden emergency. 

This would shorten the time lag

Taylor Encourages Blue 


Uniform Wea 


WASHINGTON .— Officers in the 
Military District of Washington 
area which includes the District of 
Columbia, suburban Maryland and 
Virginia as far-south as Fert Bel- 
voir, have been told that they are 
“strongly encouraged to provide 
themselves with and wear the Army 
blue uniform when off duty as soon 
as possible” in a memorandum 
signed. by Army Chief of Staff 
Gen, Maxwell D. Taylor. 


andum (No. 670-1, 20 Oct. 1955) 
points out that on Oct. 1, 1957, the 
Army blue uniform will be a re- 
quired item for all officers and 
warrant officers. 

For those now on duty in the 
MDW area, the memo goes on: 

“The use of the Army blue uni- 
a off-duty wear is 
co appropriate and is pre- 
to the. wear of civilian 
at functions, both 
and evening. In the Mili- 
gta of Washington the 
bow tie, as prescribed in Para- 
graph 14, SR 600-32-10,. will be 
worn .. . on those occasions when 
the tuxedo would be apropriate 
for civilian dress, and when worn 
in this manner the uniform will 
constitute a dress uniform; for all 
other occasions the Army blue uni- 
form will be worn with a four-in- 
hand necktie and will constitute a 
semidress uniform.”

Other functions of the LT’s in- 
clude escorting LST’s and serving 
as tow barges for LCU’s in port-to- 
port travel, personnel transfer and 
mail delivery. 

The distance from Whittier to 
Point Barrow is approximately 
1900 miles. During the recent 
voyage, excitement ran high when 
one of the large tankers became 
ice-bound. Luckily, the LT’s 130 
and 648 were able to free it. 

The crew of the LT 130 tell about 
the time a large polar bear at- 
tacked their ship south of Point 
Barrow and 12 miles off shore. The 
large white animal tried in vain 
to bite the bow of the craft.

DURING THE FIVE month 
operation of Mona Lisa, the fleet 
of supply ships was plagued by 
winds and currents. These peri- 
odically caused the heavy, deep- 
water’ ice to move shoreward. 
When the Bering Sea ice shifted, 
the vessels were forced to move 
south and to suspend operations 
temporarily. 

The ports north of Nome are 
inaccessible by water before July 
1, Point Barrow cannot be reached 
before August 1. Here, the maxi- 
mum working season is 36 days. 

The LT’s 130 and 648 are sched- 
uled to go into drydock for winter 
overhauling; but next May, when 
it is once again time to move sup- 
plies to Bering seaports, the Whit- 
tier LT’s will be ready to lead 
the way.

Bragg NCO Gets 
Fast Help When 
Home is Burned 


FORT. BRAGG, N. C, — A check 
for $1000, presented to Sgt. Leslie 
A. Garvin, Hq. and Hgs, Btry., 
376th FA Bn., by Maj. Gen. Paul 
D. Adams, commanding general, 
XVIII Airborne Corps and Fort 
Bragg, gave the sergeant a con- 
crete demonstfation of how the 
Army takes care of its own in cases 
of emergency, 

Saturday afternoon, Oct. 14, Gar- 
vin was in an airplane at Pope Air 
Force Base awaiting takeoff for 
Camp Polk, La. The aircraft was 
taxiing along the runway when 
word was flashed by radio that 
Garvin should return immediately. 

Garvin’s house, a five room 
frame structure, had burned to 
the ground. There were no Cas- 
ualties, but the sergeant, his wife 
and their three children lost all 
of their personal effects except for 
the clothing on their backs. The 
house was insured; the personal 
effects were not. 

By Tuesday the check, represent- 
ing a $750 donation by the officers 
and men of the XVIII Airborne 
Corps and a $250 contribution from 
Army Emergency Relief Funds, 
was in Garvin's pocket. 

Garvin, a career soldier, enlisted 
in the Army in June 1940. He 
served with 5th Inf. Regt. and the 
550th Inf.

Fort Riley Trainees ‘Weep’ 
After Airborne Gas Attack

Lt. Clyde W. McGuffie, 1st Div 
Chemical section then told an as- 
sistant to fire a red smoke grenade 
into the air as a demonstration. 
The class watched, not knowing the 
smoke was the signal for a hover- 


ing L-19 light aircraft to “raid” | 


them. 


The plane, mounted with 16 tear- 
gas grenades on its wings, swept 
over the tree tops at 100 miles-per- 
It was trailing gas as it 
within 25 feet of the 
startled class. 

To add realism to the at- 
tack assistants grabbed rifles 
and fired “blanks” at the plane 
on its second pass,

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All Jobs Are ‘Touchy’ to EOD Men 


FORT LEONARD WOOD, Mo.— 

’ “You can never be absolutely sure 

about the condition of any explos- 

iye. You can do everything’ right 
and it may still go off.” 


That is how ist Lt. Raymond E. 
Bird, executive’ officer, 41st Ex- 


plosive Ordnance Di Sq ‘ 

describes the “element of 
unpredictability” present when 
EOD men go on a job 


“routine training missions” as dig- 
ging up a 2000-pound bomb buried 
under 49 feet of earth and rock to 
clearing a range of unexploded 
hand grenades—also “routine.” 

“Every time we step on a range 
to pick up unexploded grenades 
We earn our hazard pay,” Bird 
said, 

“A grenade striker may be held 
open by nothing more than a grain 
of sand or a bit of rust. And with 
today’s grenade fuzes there is ne 
smoke or noise to warn you one 
has started functioning.” 

About a dozen unexploded hand 
grénades are picked up each week 
when Range 63, here, is cleared. 

“The most delicate work,” ac- 
cording to Bird, “comes when a 
grenade is found with the striker 
buried in the ground. You can’t 
pick it up. That might release 
the striker. You have to dig un- 
der the grenade—without disturb- 
ing it—and see what position the 
striker is in before you touch it.”

A JET MAKING a run on a Fort 
Wood bombing range _ recently 
dropped a 2000-pound bomb ac- 
cidentally on a farmer’s land just 
outside the reservation. 

The bomb was known to be inert, 
but ordnance officials decided to 
remove it. Twelve EOD men spent 
34 days digging up the bomb. 

“They used it to train our EOD 
squads and io prepare for Sage 
Brush,” according to Capt. Harley 
K. Poujol, commanding officer of 
the 4lst EOD squad. 

Poujol and SP-3 Russel E. Rich- 
ards probed for the bomb, using 
a non-magnetic metal rod to trace 
the path the bomb took in the 
earth. A vertical shaft, eight‘ feet 
long, six-and-half feet wide was 
dug 27 feet deep. 

The bomb did not go straight 
down. Twenty-seven feet under- 
ground it was deflected by a rock 
formation and burrowed 22 feet 
parallel to the surface of the 
ground. 

Squad members dug a_ tunnel 
high enough to stand in along the 
path of the bomb. The entire ex- 
cavation was-supported by timber 
walls as the work progressed A 
10-ton wrecker pulled the missile 
_ out.

- HOW DANGEROUS is EOD? 
“You have a 50-50 chance,” Poujol 
said. “A man who gets careless 
writes his own obituary.” 

“Fifty or a hundred dollars a 
month extra hazard pay helps. But 
it’s more than that. Our units 
are close knit. Esprit makes a man 
stay with it. Everyone—officer and 
enlisted—must show that he knows 
his job,” Poujol added. 

Official British records state that 
out of the 500 British bomb dis- 
posal officers who began War. Il 
only 30 lived to see it end. 

“However,” one ordnance officer 
pointed out, “casualties are always 
_ high at the start of a war when 
you are not familiar with types of 
enemy explosives.” 

In past wars about 10 percent of 
all explosive items were duds. They 
create an added hazard to the front 
line soldier and increase danger 
in bombed cities. 

A look at the requirements for 
a trained EOD specialist reads like 
a description of the proverbial 
“jack-of-alltrades.” He must be a 
¢arpenter, general construction 
Man, mechanically inclined, able 
te work with heavy machinery or 
precision instruments.

The Signal Corps has actually 


sent messages around the world 
in less than 10 seconds, over 
special circuits designed to show 
the maximum speed of the net- 
work. On ordinary traffic in daily 
operations, perhaps six or eight 
minutes would be the normal 
speed of such operations pass- 
ing through several major relay 
stations. 

A day in the ACAN building 


starts when students arrive early | 


in the morning for their orienta- 
tion session. Martin Coleman, 
senior instructor explains the train- 
ing program, the operation of the 
communications centers and the 
standard procedures to be used. 
From then on, students are as- 
signed to various jobs in each of 
the stations. After several hours of 
actual experience operating the 
stations; students will be shifted to 
different duties within a certain 
station, or sent on to another type 
of station. For example, a message 
clerk may be assigned to operate 
a teletype machine, replacing a 
student who has been moved on to 
learn another phase of the system 
at a different “post” within the net.

SO IT GOES THROUGHOUT the 
training day. After sufficient time 
has élapsed, the civilidn and mili- 
tary instructors eassigned to the 
ACAN training network will begin 
testing the students on what they 
have learned.

From 120 degrees to minus 20 
degrees will affect the men. as well 
as the vehicles and equipment they 
expect to test. 

This group will report to the 
7099th SU, First Arctic Test De- 
tachment for. duty with the Ord- 
nance Climatic Test Detachment, 
under the command of Lt. Gol. 
Richard J. Grondona, at Fort 
Churchill. The men will, in most 
cases, test the ‘same vehicles and 
equipment in the extreme cold 
weather as they have in the desert. 

The primary objective of this 
test unit is to determine the effect 
of climate and terrain on vehicles. 

Fort Churchill is located on the 
western shore of Hudson Bay about 
750 miles north of Winnipeg.

Before leaving Gen, Hickory, it 
was impressed on me most force 
fully that he placed the accomp- 
lishment of this task in top prior- 
ity. He feels very strongly on this 
subject—and his staff knows it. 

In talking with Gen. Gard, it 
developed that he was letting the 
Reserve unit commanders of the 
Third Army area know that they 
would be expected to carry their 
share of the recruiting work. As he 
put it, they live right in the com- 
munities and are part of the com- 
munity life. Therefore they are 
the pivotal leaders in the recruit- 
ing efforts. 

Gen. Gard said that “we cannot 
relax our efforts to build and main- 
tain a truly Ready Reserve. To do 
so we will need a substantial num- 
ber of prior service personnel and 
we'll always need a hard core of 
such personnel—the enlisted lead- 
ers—which we must obtain to the 
maximum extent practicable by 
voluntary means. Willing and pur- 
poseful participation of those prior 
service individuals is a require- 
ment regardless of legislative ac- 
tion.” 








BOTH Gens. Hickory and Gard} 
feel that the seed for this accomp- 
lishment must be planted with the | 
prior service man while he is still | 
with his unit. 

They will have each man, prior 
to release from active duty and be-| 
fore leaving for the separation sta- | 
tion, fully briefed on the whys and 
wherefores of enlisting in an ac-| 
tive Ready Reserve unit.

Again, No Halt 


THE. ARMY will not call a 
halt to the Reserve unit deactiva-. 
tion program. As it was put by 
Army Secretary Wilber Brucker: 

“To adequately defend this 
country we must have a trained 
citizen Army ready to fight upon 
shorter notice than we have ever 
had before in our history.” 

Tied into this of course is the 
early need for certain types of 
units: Maj.

Almost twice as large as Cali- 
fornia, Turkey is a peninsula 
which starts in Asia and ends in 
Europe, although slightly over 
95 percent of the country remains 
Asiatic. - European Turkey bor- 
ders on Greece and Bulgaria. The 
long northern coastline runs along 
the Black Sea, with Russia on the 
other side of the waves. 

In the past 400 years, Turkey 
has gone to war against Russia 
no less than 13 times. As an im- 
portant member of NATO she 
has shown the world that she does 
not intend to toss in the towel at 
this late date. 


In General | : 


Personnel of each of the serv- 
ices are assigned to the two major 
American military activities in 
Turkey Joint Mission for Aid to 
Turkey, and Allied Land Forces, 
Southeastern Europe. Duty sta- 
tions are Ankara, the capital; Is- 
tanbul, the largest city; Izmir, the 
second largest city; and Golcuk, 
which is not even a dot on a 
good-sized map. The normal tour 
of duty is 24 months, except in 
isolated areas where it. may be 
cut down to 12 months for per- 
sonnel serving in the field with 
Turkish units. 

Except in rare instances, travel 
to Turkey is via ship, usually a 
12- to 15-day voyage from New 
York to Istanbul, the port of de- 
barkation. If the trip is made by 
air, the point of arrival is An- 
kara. The onward trip within 
Turkey is either by traiu or plane. 

Turkish law provides strict con- 
trols over the export of jewelry, 
gold, and silver in any form, in- 
cluding flat silver and such 
things as coffee services. To fore- 
stall any difficulty when your 
tour is up, be sure to obtain a 
record of everything you bring 
into the country, whether it ac- 
companies you or follows in your 
household goods: When you go 
through customs, present an item- 
ized list of all your possessions in 
this category, and have it stamp- 
ed to be retained in your files as 
an official record. 

Equally tough currency con- 
trols are in effect. When you 
arrive, be sure to declare all your 
dollars, both currency and checks. 
The amount will be entered in 
your passport, and you will be 
permitted to remove an equal 
sum when you leave. The local 
monetary unit is the lira, worth 
36 cents, and arriving personnel 
are permitted to bring in up to 
100 lire freely. 

Military salaries are paid in 
combinations of lire, dollars, and 
U. S. Treasury check to suit the 
needs of the individual. Dollars 
are needed for payment in Amer-

later, bring 18 or 20 photos with 
you. 

Because three months or more 
usually elapse between the time 
household goods are picked up 
in the States and the time they 
are delivered to your new home 
in Turkey, mail a foot locker of 
critical items ahead about 30 
days before you embark. In ad- 
dition, pack your hold baggage 
so ‘that it will sustain you on a 
make-do basis until your house- 
hold goods turn up. 


Housing 


Turkish housing follows a pat- 
tern, regardless of location within 
the country. Most units are of- 
fer . Those that 
are furnished invariably require 
supplementing, and the furniture 
rarely satisfies American needs; 
most American families find it 
preferable to rent unfurnished 
quarters. Don’t plan on buying 
furniture after you arrive; al- 
though it is available, it is over- 
priced and uninspiring. 

The majority of houses and 
apartments, even new ones with 
central heating, require supple- 
mental heat ‘for comfortable liv- 
ing. Bring one or two unvented 
bail-handled kerosene space heat- 
ers with you. Typical windows 
are high, casement style, opening 
in. They generally have no 
screens, and, because they open 
inward, shades would not work 
— even if they had them. To 
solve your window problems, 
bring a wide roll of window 
screening and a bolt of drapery 
material. Although drapery rods 
and rings may be purchased lo- 
cally, you should bring your own 
draw cords and hooks. 


Closets are almost nonexistent 
in Turkish homes, so, if you have 
any- wardrobes, by all means bring 
them along. If you have ward- 
robes, you can buy satisfactory 
collapsible models after arrival. 

With few exceptions, floors are 
of cement, making rugs a neces- 
sity. Bring what you have, un- 
less they are prized possessions. 
Don’t buy rugs for your tour in 
Turkey since you can get quite at- 
tractive handwoven ones reason- 
ably, after you arrive. 

Cold-water paint is used almost 
exclusively for all interior walls. 
Every time you brush against it, 
it leaves its brand on your cloth- 
ing. It is a wise investment be- 
fore leaving the Stdtes to buy a 


couple of gallons of one of the - 


popular, rubber-base paints and a 
roller. 

Bring all the odds and ends 
you are accustomed to picking up 
in the five-and-ten to keep your 
home running smoothly — such 
things as picture hooks, clothes 
pins, hangers, towel racks, shelf 
paper. In Turkey, such common 
‘items are scarce, inferior, or both. 


Appliances ~ 


Electric current varies from 
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except Golcuk, it is prudent to 
bring a nonautomatic washing 
machine, particularly if-you have 
children. In Golcuk, satisfactory 
central laundry facilities have 
been established by the Navy. 
Don’t forget your ironing board, 
but, unless you are going to a 
110-volt area, you need not bring 
your iron. You can buy an ade- 
quate, inexpensive, 220-volt model 
after you arrive. ‘ 


Clothing 


Ready-made clothes are not ob- 
tainable in Turkey, although gen- 
erally acceptable lingerie may be 
purchased — if you do not insist 


: po ay Custom tailoring is ex- 


ve, and there is no guarantee 
that the finished product will 
please you in workmanship and 
style. Most Americans stay away 
from tailors and simply bring all 
clothing items from the States, 
supplementing these if necessary 

mail order. 

In selecting a wardrobe for 
Turkey, shun fragile frilly things 
and light colors as much as pos- 
sible. Dry cleaners are available 
at every duty station except Gol- 
cuk, but they are expensive and 
their work is frequently unsatis- 
factory. The fewer trips your 
garments have to make to the 
cleaners, the happier you will be. 

Civilian clothes are authorized 
for off-duty wear. A typical cloth- 
ing selection includes a couple of 
suits, sportswear, a dinner jacket 
and all the usual accessories. 
required uniforms should be 
brought, since they are not stock- 
ed in Turkey. 


Foodstuffs 


There are small post-exchange 
and commissary facilities in An- 
kara, Izmir, and Golecuk. Per- 
sonnel in Istanbul are served by 
periodic shipments of consoli- 
dated orders. The stocks handled 
are limited, and some items are 
rationed, although the rations are 
adequate for normal needs. 
Among the offerings are staple 
groceries, canned goods, basic toi- 
letries, baby foods, essential 
household aids, tobacco products, 
and powdered milk. 

Much of the food shopping is 
done in local stores. . Eggs and 
dairy goods are available, but 
milk must be boiled before drink- 
ing. Fruits and vegetables, in 
season, are lush and cheap. Since 
sanitary standards are rather lax, 
however, fresh produce must be 
scrubbed before eating raw. 


Servants 


The bulk of your food shopping 
will be done by the servants, who 
are a part of every American 
household. Few servants speak 
English, so you will arrive at 
your own kitchen tongue which 
will be part Turkish, part Eng- 
lish part hand signals. The aver- 
age wage for a general maid is 
about $30 a month. A cook usual- 
ly gets about $10 more. 


Your Car 
There are fairly satisfactory 


roads in the vicinity of major’ 


population centers; however, 
when you drive through the rural 
area, you are in trouble. Potholes, 
hairpin turns, and narrow road- 
ways are common. A great num- 
ber of roads are impassable in 
winter. 

Operating a car is not for a 
skimpy pocketbook. Gas costs 
over 70 cents a gallon. Repair 
services are slim, but repair bills 


Ankara 


Because Ankara is located at an 
altitude of 3,000 feet, its climate 
is generally healthful and dry. 
The low humidity is a lifesaver, 
since the great variations in tem- 
perature would otherwise be a 
trial. Summers are hot, dry, and 
reminiscent of Arizona. 

No government quarters are 
maintained in Ankara. However, 
centrally (but inadequately) 


‘heated homes and apartments are 


readily available. The average 
Ankara house or apartment con- 
sists of two living rooms, a dining 
room, two or three bedrooms, a 
kitchen, a bathroom, and a maid’s 
room. For this, you will have to 
pay about $175 a month unfurn- 
ished, although rents run the ga- 
mut from $75 to $300. Furnished 
housing is roughly twenty percent 
higher than comparable unfurn- 
ished quarters, but, as is usually 
the case, furnishings are incom- 
plete. Landlords customarily de- 
mand a one-year lease and three 
months’ rent or more in advance. 

Complete wardrobes are re- 
quired for youngsters, so bring 
everything you have or you think 
you might need. Corduroys and 
denims are worn by the school-age 
set. Demands for dress-up clothes 
are not great. 

Medical and dental services are 
provided by a 25-bed American- 
operated hospital. However, the 
hospital offers no ocular service. 
If you wear glasses, bring a 
spare, although local civilian 
oculists are reputed to be satis- 
factory. 

Mission youngsters attend an 
American school which has classes 
from kindergarten through -high 
school. The teachers are Ameri- 
cans, and the classes use the Cal- 
vert system of instruction. The 
closest American institution of 
higher learning is Robert College 
in Istanbul. It includes a college 
of arts and sciences and a school 
of engineering. 


Istanbul 


Situated in Europe, gazing 
across the waters of the Bosporus 
to Asia, Istanbul is the third name 
the city has had. Over 2,700 years 
ago, it was a Greek colony called 
Byzantium. A thousand years 
later, the Roman emperor, Con- 
stantine the Great, conquered the 
city, and named it Constantinople 
in honor of himself. In 1930, the 
city received its third and, so far, 
final name change. 

Today, as it has for over 20 
years, Istanbul’s population tops 
the one million mark. A truly 
cosmopolitan city, it is Turkey’s 
financial headquarters, her cul- 
tural and educational center, and 
her chief port of entry. 

Istanbul’s temperature range is 
a trifle more moderate than that 


Istanbul is affected by humidity. 

All family housing in Istanbul 
is arranged by private rental 
agreement.

Izmir 


Bible students are already fa- 
miliar with as’ ancient 
Smyrna, whose history dates back 
at least a thousand years before 
Christianity, Situated on-one of 
the Aegean Sea’s most beautiful 
harbors, Izmir is almost opposite 
Athens, some 200 miles westward 
across the Aegean. 

With a population of about 

325,000, Izmir is Turkey’s second- 
largest city and, after Istanbul, 
her most important seaport. 
' Izmir’s climate is reminiscent 
of Southern California. Sum- 
mers are hot and humid, but, 
usually, a breeze comes up to 
cool things off,'especially late in 
the day. 

The headquarters of Allied 
Land Forces, Southeastern Eu- 
rope, is located in Izmir. An in- 
strumentality of NATO, ALFSE 
is staffed with U. S., Turkish, and 
Greek personnel, which gives 
things a nice international touch. 

You are on your own when it 
comes to housing, since no gov- 
ernment quarters are maintained. 
The available. housing is com- 
parable in type to the offerings in 
Ankara and Istanbul;scarcely any 
quarters are available furnished. 
The average rental for an un- 
furnished apartment is $90, and 
the average for a furnished apart- 
ment is $140. 

The requirements for furnish- 
ings and appliances are identical 
to those in Ankara and Istanbul. 

There is a small but adequate 
dispensary to care for medical 
needs. Particularly complicated 
cases and obstetrical cases are 
evacuated to Ankara. 

American youngsters attend a 
U. S. Navy-operated elementary 
school, modeled after Stateside 
criteria. Correspondence courses 
are available for the high-school 
set. College-level courses are 
available in the American Girls’ 


College. 
Golcuk 


Personnel assigned to Golcuk 
find themselves in a situation that 
differs radically from each of the 
other duty stations in Turkey. Gol- 
cuk itself is a village on the Bay 
of Izmit, an arm of the Sea of 
Marmara. As the crow flies, it 
is only 60 miles to Istanbul. How- 
ever, unless you are a crow, ‘it 
will take you five hours to make 
the one-way trip over a poor, 
roundabout route. The area is 
not suburban; it is rural in the 
most rural sense. The biggest 
thing in Golcuk is Camp Lock- 
wood, the American Naval Sta- 
tion. The nearest city, and it is 
certainly no metropolis, is Izmit, 
13 miles away, around the bay. 

Unlike other Turkish stations, 
housing is a major problem in 
Goleuk. The only government 
quarters at Camp Lockwood are

WHAT advice would you give to a young wife who dis- 
covered that her absent husband was living with an- 
other woman?

Sometime later, he received a 
letter from the German girl in 
which she said she had made 
arrangements to follow him to 
the States. He showed the letter 
to his wife. 

“What am I to do?” was the 
question she asked of me. 

“You married your husband 
for better or for worse,” I re- 
minded her, “and this is the 
worse. But that does not mean 
that you ought to run away from 
this problem, but rather to meet 
it creatively.”

AND THE CREATIVE 
approach as outlined was first to 
acquire through prayer and right 
thinking a controlled emotional 
reaction. That is not easy, of 
course. But self-control can be 
achieved, and mental quietness is 
vital to the solution of any prob- 
lem. 

The next consideration in- 
volved the conservation of the 
true value in the three person- 
alities involved: her husband, the 
German girl, and herself. The 
other two, acting negatively and 
wrongly, had created this sad 
situation.

ON THIS LEVEL of approach 
I urged her to consider the ad- 
vantages she had over her rival. 
The wife always has a head start 
over the other woman; long years 
of a common experience, many 
deep moments of unforgettable 
fellowship in sorrow and joy, 
the coming of children, and the 
fact that their relationship is 
sacred, and not furtive and 
clandestine. Also, on the wife’s 
advantage side is the higher level 
concept that even an erring hus- 
band has of his wife as against 
the other woman. 

Moreover, I pointed out that 
her personality still possessed 
the original attractiveness which 
caused her husband to love her 
in the first place. If she had 
grown careless as to appearance, 
mental aertness, charm and vi- 
vacity, she must do a personaity 
revamping job on herself. 

The Young wife was a resolute 
lady. She did not minimize the

THE TWO big examples in this 
treatise are the Normandy inva- 
sion and the Battle of the Bulge. 
Townsend points out that the 
Germans did not defend against 
the Allied forces in Normandy 
as well as they might have be- 
cause they guessed at the 
strength, location and intentions 
of our troops. The Germans didn’t 
know, they estimated. 

The Allied forces, on the other 
hand knew the exact location and 
strength of every German unit 
in the Normandy area (except for 
one division that went on maneu- 
vers when the Allies landed). 

The shoe was on the other 
foot when the Germans ripped 
a hole in our lines at the Arden- 
nes in December, 1944. The Ger- 
mans knew the exact location and 
strength of our units in the area, 
but we didn’t know theirs. Con- 
sequently, G-2 estimates and 
warnings were useless to our 
commanders — the commanders 
had learned to ignore the stream 
of gloomy predictions from G-2s 
who were trying to divine the 
enemy intentions.

It possesses a tre- 
mendous asset in its forward, 
written by one of the best of the 
modern humorists, Stephen Pot- 
ter. 

Potter lays down the rules for 
Pipemanship, while bemoaning 
the fact that, “except with men 
in remote country rectories, 
boys between the ages of eight 
and 15, the nouveau feudal, 
and a few somewhat older girls, 
the pipe in 1954 fails to im- 
press.”

I would like to be above such piddling criticism, But, alas, I am 
not. I question Feather’s judgment in a number of cases. 

In his introduction to the biographies, Feather writes that sev- 
eral hundred others might easily have been included and that many 
of the choices had to be “more or less arbitrary.” 
much, however, can be stated with a reasonable degree of certainty: 
no lastingly important artist of any jazz school who had made his 
mark by 1955 has been omitted,” I think he’s right there. 

However, a few questions concerning Feather’s choices:

And if Mercer Ellington is included primarly because he has 
a more famous father, why not Irving Goodman, who has a more 
famous brother? 


I ALSO question some of Feather’s opinions which are found in 
the biographies. Feather is apparently dedicated to the premise that 
modern jazzman are the truly great ones and when he finds a dead 
musician whom he thinks would have been playing in the so-called 
modern manner had he lived, like Barry Ulanov, he calls him a 
“precursor” of the modern movement. 

Charlie Christian, Goodman’s great guitarist, who died at the 
age of 23 in 1942, is a good example of this.

By way of proof, he quotes 
But Christian is no more of a “precursor of bop” 
than Lester Young. If either of these two stylists must be typed, it 
would be better to call them “swing” musicians. 

Another example of Feather’s slant: 
described as having “great range, technique, tone, fire and imagina- 
tion.” But Ruby Braff is kissed off as a “versatile stylist combining 
traditional and modernist sounts.” 

Perhaps the essence of Feather’s point of view is made most 
clear in the Dizzy Gillespie biography. As for bop, Feather writes 
here that it was a “melodic, harmonic, and rhythmic advancement of 
jazz, the incorporation of many subtleties that called for a more de- 
veloped technique than had hitherto been at the disposition of most 
jazzmen.” I question this. Especially concerning that word “melodic.” 

If space allowed, further piddling criticism of this sort could be 
continued. However, such would not alter the fact that this is an 
extremely valuable book, involving considerable time and research. 
If you are interested in jazz and have an extra 10 bucks in your 
pocket, I recommend that you buy it.

Banks are now getting about 
3.75% to 4.25% interest, depend- 
ing on whether your loan carries 
life insurance. Before, the rate 
was slightly over 3%. The key 
word concerning the interest rate 
is that it is “discounted.” 


To figure out how much such 
a loan actually costs you in in- 
terest, you double the discount 


rate to get the true interest rate. 
So the bank loan actually costs 
you about 742% to 8% in interest.

But, the quiet growth of an ex- 
isting industry seldom is realized 
by the community in general ex- 
cept through almost imperceptible 
steadying of local economic condi- 
tions and civic evolution. 

White Sands Proving Ground is 
in the latter status. 

This rocket and guided missile 
testing center, located about 50 
miles from El Paso and 28 miles 
from Las Cruces, has grown in 10 
years from a small, temporary 
Army outpost to what is now classi- 
fied as a major mission of the 
Army Ordnance Corps 

In order to evaluate 4, the 
local significance of WSPG, one 
must consider it as an industry 
employing nearly 10,000 persons, 
including Army and Navy person- 
nel, civilian federal employees and 
private contract and construction 
workers. Conservatively, they 
represent a population of about 
20,000 people, including depen- 
dents. 

The combined military and civil- 
ian payroll of the installation has 
jumped to over $30-million—an in- 
crease of $5-million since the first 

of the year.

ANALYSIS SHOWS that the in- 
come bracket of these employees, 
including the military, is above 
average for this section of the 
country. The per capita income 
at WSPG is well above $1500 «per 
annum; while the per capita in- 
come for Texas is $1480, New Mex- 
ico is $1347 and the national aver- 
age is at an all-time high of $1709. 

It is estimated that WSPG em- 
ployees and their dependents spend 
$22-million annually in Las, Cruces, 
$6-million in El Paso, and $2-mil- 
lion in Alamorgordo. The Alamo- 
gordo figure does not include Hollo- 
man Air Force Base expenditures. 

Added to the direct thenefits of 
a substantial payroll, a $6%2-million 
research and development pro- 
gram conducted by private enter- 
prise is under way at WSPG. An- 
other $8-million is spent annually 
for supplies, food, construction ma- 
terials and other “housekeeping” 
necessities.

The General Accounting Office 
reportedly is almost ready to an- 
nounce its decision on the legality 
of a recent Civil Service regula- 
tion protecting employees’ salaries 
under such conditions. 

The regulations have been under 
fire almost ever since they went 
into effect July 25 and, pending a 
decision by GAO, the entire pro- 
gram has been held up.

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Ft. Knox Reserve Trainees Say 
Army's ‘Better Than Expected‘ 


FORT KNOX, Ky.—One month 
ago, 1167 pre,-draftage youths 
many of them bewitched, beard- 
less and bewildered, came into the 
Army for their first taste of mili- 
tary. life under the six-month Re- 
serve Forces Act of 1955. 

Sinee that time, the 1742-18'4- 
year-olds, on five military posts, 
have experienced a rugged train- 
ing program bent on making them 
soldiers.

FORT LEE, Va.—More than 18,000 Army, Navy, Coast Guard, and civilian 
sonnel braved the howling wind and snow storms through 
mer months to forge a powerful link in the American defense chain. Included in that

were 284 enlisted men and eight officers from the QM Training Command here at Fort 
Lee, who spent almost six months in training for the greatest supply operation ever 





carried out in that area. 

These QM troops, along with 
men from the Transportation, En- 
gineer, and Chemical Corps, moved 
into the remote reaches of the 
Arctic Circle this summer_to dis- 
charge supplies and equipment for 
construction of the “DEW Line,” 
northern-most radar net spanning 
the North American continent, and 
for re-supply of Air Force bases 
in the Far North. 

During the operation, which 
-involved 126 ships and more 
than 18,000 men, 548,000 tons 
of cargo and 3,686,000 barrels of 
oil were unloaded at remote 
northern points, some of which 
were previously considered in- 
accessible by sea. 


The assault on the Arctic was 
carried out in three parts—Opera- 
tion SUNEC (Support Unit North- 
east Command) to Greenland, Baf- 
fin Island and eastern Canada; 
Operation Mona Lisa up the Pacific 
to western and northern Alaska; 
and Project 572 above the top of 
the continent. Fort Lee troops 
took part in Project 572.

With sufficient Arctic 
clothing, the cold was no worse 
than at home according to Allen 
and MSgt. Edward D. Newman, 
first sergeant of the 657th. Both 
veterans of more than 10 year’s 
service, the Arctic adventure was a 
new experience for both. They 
estimated the average tempera- 
ture for the summer months was 
about 30 degrees Fahrenheit.

Should ‘Walk. 


To Olympics 


FORT MEADE, Md. — When’ 
the Olympic track. tryouts are 
held next August, it’s a good bet 
that Fort- Meade’s Sp-3 John 
Humcke will make the heel and 
toe walking team that represents 
the United States in the 1956 
games at Melbourne, Australia. 

In his latest effort to win the 
honor of strutting his best “Down 
Under,” Humcke placed second. 
That was in the annual National 
AAU Walking meet at Atlantic 
City early this month. 

As runner-up in this important 
walk event, Humcke turned in a 
fine time for the 15 kilometer (9% 
mile) jaunt. His 1 hour, 16 
minutes, 14 second performance 
along the nation’s boardwalk, 
forced Henry Laskau, national 
champ for eight consecutive years, 
to go all out in retaining his 
crown, q 

Humcke pressed Laskau to. with- 
in 10 seconds of the American 15 
Kilometer record. 

Laskau, elected to the Helms 
Track and Field Hall of Fame, was 
a member of the ’48 and ’52 Olym- 
pic team. Humcke might have 
joined him then if an injured 
ankle sustained during the tryouts 
hadn’t “scratched” him. 

The 23-year-old walking ace be- 
gan competing seven years ago as 
a senior at Linden (N. J.) High 
School. In 1950 he won the Junior 
National . Indoor Championship. 
Two years later he was second to 
the same invincible Laskau in the 
National 10,000 meter walk. His 
showing earned him the right to 
the Olympic tryouts but the ankle 
popped and so did his chances for 
four years. 

In the meantime, he has estab- 
lished records in winning the 
South Atlantic District AAU one 
and two mile outdoor walks. 

The Meade soldier is training 
hard these autumn afternoons on 
the rolling Post Golf Course for 
the long. winter indoor season be- 
ginning in January. He will com- 
pete in at least six games.
